tfuides  floated  on'  of  llie  ujuutli  of  the 
Wisconsin,  iipoii  the  placid  tjoaom  ol' 
tiip  majestic  JVlississippi  river,  of 
wliifli  tliey  liad  lieard  much  from  Mie 
Indians  among  vvliom  they  had  labor- 
ed for  many  years.  Their  olsject  was 
ex])loralion  ami  di.scovery. 

They  were  tlie  first  white  men  that 
ever  saw.  or  navigated  the  upper  Miss- 
issippi, from  the  place  where  they  en- 
tered, to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio. 

The  latter  part  of  .June  or  first  part 
of  July  they  passed  along  that  portion 
of  the  Mississippi  river  wliere  Piasa 
(Jiiautauqua  Assembly  is  now  located. 
In  his  report  of  this  e.Kpeditioii.  to  the 
French  Government.  Marquette  givear 
a  description  of  these  bluffs,  and  the 
famed  pictures  of  the  "Piasa  Uiril"  as 
follows: 

"As  we  coasted  along  the  rocks, 
frightful  for  tlieir  heighth  and  vasl- 
ne-;s.  we  saw  upon  one  tif  tlieni  two 
huge  monsters  painted  upon  it.  tliat 
W(?  were  alarmed  at  first  sight,  and  up- 
on which  the  most  courageous  sava- 
ges dare  not  foi-  a  lung  time  fasten 
I  heir  i-yes. 

They  areas  large  as  a  calf,  have 
horns  upon  the  head  like  a  deer,  a 
frightful  look,  red  eyes,  a  beard  like 
a  tiger,  a  face  something  like  a  mans, 
a  body  coveied  with  scales,  the  tail  .so 
long  that  it  made  the  circuit  of  the 
body,  passing  over  the  bead  and  re- 
turning between  the  legs,  termiruiting 
in  a  tail  like  that  of  a  tisli.  The  col- 
ors that  composed  it  were  green,  red 
and  i)lacK.  In  truth  these  two  mon- 
sters are  so  well  painted  that  we  can- 
not believe  a  savage  was  tlie  workman 
since  good  painters  in  Prance  would 
find  it  difficult  t^jdo  as  well:  and  more- 
over, they  are  so  high  upon  the  rock, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  reach  them  con- 
voniently  by  painters  " 

"As  we  were  conversing  about  these 
monsters,  rowing  quiet  ly  in  the  beau- 
tiful water,  clear  and  tranquil,  we 
heard  the  noise  of  a  rapid  into  which 
we  were  going  to  fall.  I  have  never 
seen  anything  moi-e  frightful:  an  im- 
pediment c;iused  by  whole  trees  and 
branches,  and  floating  islaudsproceed- 
ed  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  Peket- 
ononi.  (Missouri)  witfi  so  much  impetu- 
osity, that  we  could  not  attempt  to 
pass  across  without  danger:  the  agita- 
tion was  sucli  that  the  water  was  all 
muddy  and  could  not  be  purified.'" 

It  will  be  seen  from  Marquette's  de- 
scription that  these  "monsters"  par- 
take of  tlie  characteristics  of  man,  an- 
imal, and  fish,  but  have  neither  featli- 
ers.  nor  wings  as  claimed  by  later  tra- 
dition.

Serving  writer,  ouers  a  most  danger- 
ous attraction  to  lightning.  In  woods,  I 
the  peril  is  dimished  because  the  elec- 
tricity is  scattered.    Trees  with  roots' 
deep  in  humid  soil  are  more  apt  to  be' 
struck  than  those  in  drierspots.  Trees ; 
in  damp  places  are  always  conductors  j 
of    electricity.      Lightning      prefers  j 
oaks  and  rarely  touches  beeches.    Re-} 
sistance  to  electrical  discharges  varies! 
according   to   the   proportion    of  oily 
matter  contained  in   the   wood.    The 
poplar    possesses  but  little  greasy  sub- 
stance and  is  a  good  conductor.    It  is 
dangerous  to  those  who  trust   it   for 
shelter,  but  if  planted  not  nearer  than 
3.")  feet  from  a  dwelling  proves  to  be  a 
very   good  liglitning  rod.     If  certain 
poplars    are  struck   by  electric   fluid, 
it  is  because  their  roots  are  in  damp 
soil.    All  insolated    trees    should    be 
avoided  during  a  thunder-storm.

Only  86.  or  6i  per  cent,  are  illiterates. 
Only  271  have  been  addicted  to  intem- 
perance, and  while  as  many  as  7b2  were 
moderate  drinkers,  yet  28f),  more  than 
the  number  of  drunkards,  are  total  ab- 
stainers. In  matters  of  piety,  only 
216,  or  less  than  6i  per  cent,  are  with- 
out religious  pretences,  and  on  the 
score  of  nationality,  only  3-59  are  for- 
eigners. There  is  sometliing  to  think 
about  in  that  exhibit. — Beardstown 
Illiiuiian.
